Si pi -' I flue a tin ■ 
rlvea In Swim i land after breathing 
the air of ua»r<hy ami assassination 
in llus-iia for n veral weeks Is antl- 
lled to indulge n a certain anion 
of moralizing on the blessings of 
liberty. The lovj of freedom, how- 
ever, Is not the exclusive possession 
of the Swiss. It s found In a greater 
or loss degree every u bete that the 
children of m oa alilde. but In 
Switzerland It has been gratitled 
more fully perhaps tiian Mywhara 
else, even nioie than In our own 
land of I Inert J The distinction Is due 
to our own r.iult — to our habitual 
Indifference to the precious lights 
and privileges that heaven and the 
revolutionary fathers have bestowed! 
upon us. The Swiss have no nic"h 
fault. They are extremely sensitive 
concerning everything that affects 
their political and civil prerogatives 
and observe that eternal vigilance 
which we are told is the price of 
liberty. 

The sturdy, serious character of 
the Swiss is illustrated at Zurich 
more accurately than at the summer 
resorts in the Alps, where hujidreds 
of thousands of tourists — I presume 
a million or more —come every sea- 
son and drop golden sovereigns and 
silver dollars Into the laps of the 
worthy burghers, not one of whom, 
be he rich or great or learned, Is too 
proud to accept a franc or even a 
centime from the haifghty and trou- 
blesome travelers. It <s worth while 
for every American to come here and 
study the habits and methods of 
these people; to analyse this combi- 
nation of thrift and pride and inde- 
pendence of the citizens of what Is 
perhaps the best governed communi- 
ty In human history. 

Self LoxiiiiiihiiI. 
The silence of self-government 
and the idols of democracy have 
been carried nearer to perfection 
hare than in any other notion. At 
the same time It Is IBrprtslag to see 
the pride of ancestry and jealousy of 
social position that continually in- 
fringe upon the doctrines of equality 
and fraternity. No people In the 
world take more stock in social pre- 
cedence or In famlry relationships, 
and oi casionally you will be shocked 
at the social tyranny and exciusive- 
ness of the aristocracy and the au- 
tocratic disposition of "the "lords" 
who hear no titles, but hold theli 
own heads much higher than they 
allow the peasants to do. Their chil- 
dren are educated in foreign coun- 
tries; their daughters get their gar- 
ments from Paris, and they are as 
scrupulous concerning the matrimo- 
nial connections of th"ir children as 
the ancient French nobility. They 
have coats-of-arms upon their car- 
riages; place them on their pews in 
church and over the entrances to 
Ibelr houses and on their note paper 
and book plates. You often hear of 
acts of tyranny and intolerance also, 
but they have nothing to do with 
polities. They invariably Involve Ih* 
domestic relations or religion of Un- 
people, or are inspired by the eccle- 
siastics. 

For example, the other day I real 
about the refusal of the authorities 
of a certain canton to lease the wa- 
ter power of one of Its rivers to a 
manufacturing concern because of 
the opposition of the clergy When 
the St. Oothard railroad desired to 
make the little town of Altdorf, the 
home of William Tell. Its division 
hea.l(|iiat lers and establish repair 
shops there, the authorities icfuseii 
to grant permission for fear P.. mu- 
tant workmen might be brought into 
the Catholic community. And yel 
there !.- no land in which nowadays 
Ihe representatives of the dlffeien! 
religious faiths abide in greater 
peace or Christian fellowship. The 
ProteMant majority, representing 
two-th:rdl of the population, and 
the C iholic minority, embraringthe 
o he third, are seldom disturbed by 
differences. 

A ( onfeilei nl ion. 

The early Swiss did not set up a 
sovatafZO republic as we nuclei slaliu 
that word. Swltserland is not a re- 
public: it |? n confederation, a politi- 
cal partnership of twenty-two coun- 
ties. One IMtla community and then

ting three races and two religions — 
but united by common interests and 
common aspirations Joined In a 
common HUM, Throe languages a;e 
flii necessary io express their 
noughts.
